Prime Minister St. Laurent, de- 
fending the government's defence 
program, said he felt that if the 
United Nations could demonstrate 
during the next 10 months that 
they could, by united action, ef- 
fectively put down agression “we 
can look forward to a long period 
of the absence of war—If not full 
peace.” 

‘There could not be “full peace 
‘while the world was in the throes 
of a. “nerve-wracking cold, war.” 
Re noted: that a veteran’ diplomat 
recently was quoted as. having 
sald that-tte possibilities of peace 
now are “greater” than at any 
time since outbreak of the cold 
‘war. Someone else added the pro- 
viso that the free nations. must 
fe through the next few. months, 

Mr. St. Laurent said he was io- 
clined to agree with that reserva- 

on.

Third Estimate 
Shows Canada 
Fruit Crop Down 


Ottawa, Sept. 7—(CP)—Though 
prospects have improved slightly 
during the last month, Canada’s 
trult crops this year will be down 


from a year ago, the Bureau of 
Statistics reported Wednesday in 
its third estimate of frult pro- 
duction In Canada. 

All tree-frult and grape crops 
showed improvement with the 
fexception of apples and pears. 
"The apple and pear crops are e1- 
timated to be  three-per-cent | 
xaos that anticipated in 

aly. 

‘The apple crop, currently set 
‘at 15,209,000 bushels, will be 16 
percent below the 1049 harvest 
of 18 151,000. The drop Is expect- 
led to result from poorer prospects 
In Nova Scotia where high winds 
and severe scab Infestation have 
reduced both the-size and quall- 
ty of the fruit. 

‘The crop in Ontario and British 
Columbia showed some improve 
[ment during the month. Prospects, 
in New Brunswick and Quebec 
remained unchanged. 

‘The anticipated pear harvest 1s! 
set at 703,000 bushels 30 per cent 
lower than last year’s crop of 
1,000,000, Plums are also down 
sharply this season the current es- 
timate of 519,000 bushels being 
37 per cent below the 4049 level 
of 827,000. But seven per cent 
higher’ than was expected last 
month, 

‘The peach crop shows a minor’ 
upward revision since July at 
1,160,000 bushels. The crop, how- 
fever, still Is well below the 1949 
harvest of 2,011,000. 

‘Apricots remained unchanged 
‘since last month at 12,000 bushels. 
The cherry estimate, on the other 
hand, has been revised upward 
to 324,000 bushels, an increase of 
four per cent. A five-per-cent im= 
provement in grape prospects 
‘since July brings this year’s crop 
'to 68,642,000 pounds of 34 per| 
cent more than last year's harvest 
}of $1,104,000.

Ail the 
various species of vireos live 
tainly on insects also, but they 
prefer ones that can be found on 
leaves throughout September. 
Consequently, these close-peering 
birds are. able to remain here 
longer, some into October. But by 
the middle of September the 
ruby-throated hummingbird is] 
having difficulty in finding en- 
ough blossoms full of nectar, and’ 
minute insects, Off it goes to the 
tropics. ~ 

After small bodies of water 
Ihave frozen over, some fish eating 
birds manage ‘to survive by 
moving to our large lakes or 
rivers, or even to the ocean, This| 
{is true of herring gulls and some 
ducks. In fact a few may stay in 
Canada all winter. But as a gen-| 
eral rule, Kingfishers, loons, os-| 
preys, herons, and other birds 
which live elther entirely or 
largely on fish can remain only as 
long as thelr home streams, 
ponds, or small lakes have open 
water. 5 
‘A few seed eaters, ax redpolls, 
‘and mow puntings, are clever at 
discovering sufficient food stick- 
ing up above the mow through-, 
out the whole winter, and eross- 
bills confine thelr attentions to 
seeds of ‘pine, hemlock and cedar 
up on the trees. But the majority 
of seed eaters must go once the 
‘weed seeds are covered yp. And 
40 the dates of departure for song, 
White-crowned, and -white- 
throated sparrows depend on the 
depth of the mow. + 

‘Birds Uke the scarlet tanager 
which are fond of wild berries 
leave before the crop falls or the 
frult shrivels up; but waxwings 
seem to prefer the dried frult, 
and are therefore in no hurry to 
move away. Some even brave the 
coldest weather. 

As birds prepare for thelr Iong 
semi-annual flight by fattening 
themselves, it would never do to 
“take a chance” on thelr special 
food lasting longer than usual. 
And so most migrants are now

ico, the Ukraine and Poland —| 
and now India, Ecyador, Cuba, 
Norway, Yugoslavia and Egypt.
